In South Viet Nam, Johnson 
said, “We are engaged in a 
brutal and bitter struggle for the 
freedom of a friend” and “we 
will stand firm to help maintain 
freedom and give them counsel 
and advice and help as neces­ 
sary.” This was a change from 
his prepared text, which read, 
“There too, we will use the 
force necessary to help them 
maintain their own freedom.” 
Johnson had this to say about 
compromising East-West differ­ 
ences in the interest of peace: 
“We must remember that dif­ 
ferences with others do not al­ 
ways flow from a desire for 
domination. 
They 
can 
come 
from honest clash of beliefs or 
goals. 
In 
such 
cases 
our 
strength does not entitle us to 
impose our interest. Rather, our 
desire for peace compels us to 
seek just compromise.” 
In discussing 
“the 
several 
paths we take to peace,” John­ 
son made some pointed state­ 
ments about the civil rights 
problem 
at home in talking 
about “the ability to adjust dis­ 
putes without the use of force.” 
Johnson said that in the pur­ 
suit of justice, the nation can 
find guidance “here in our own 
country’s historic pledge to the 
rule of law.” 
Speaking as much about civil 
rights as the quest for interna­ 
tional peace, Johnson said: 
“As a president of the United 
States, and as an individual citi­ 
zen, I stand totally committed 
to the integrity of justice and 
the enforcement of the law.” 
Johnson said the United States 
is pledged to “abide by the law 
and accept its settlements . . . 
to submit to courts and be satis­ 
fied by court decisions . . . to 
respect, uphold and obey the 
law of the land.” 
If anyone takes a grievance 
or dispute into his own hands, 
Johnson said, “the safety and 
freedom of all is imperiled.” 
Speaking specifically of racial 
unrest, Johnson said: 
“Today, the key to peace in 
our own land is obedience to 
the great moral command that 
no man should deny to another 
the 
liberties 
the 
Constitution 
creates, as tile law defines those 
liberties.”

Rights Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House takes final congressional 
action on the civil rights bill this 
week as it pushes toward a re­ 
cess in advance of the Republi­ 
can National Convention. 
The sweeping bill is slated for 
approval Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day. Then it is to go to Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s desk in time for 
a Fourth of July signing cere­ 
mony. 
Ahead of civil rights on the 
House calendar is the annual 
foreign aid appropriations bill, 
which at $3.3 billion has been 
cut less than any previous bill. 
Rep. Otto E. Passman, D-La., 
defeated in his own subcommit­ 
tee on efforts to slash it more, 
will take his fight to the House 
floor. 
The Senate takes up Wednes­ 
day the federal pay raise bill, 
which raises many categories of 
federal workers’ pay, including 
a big boost for congressmen 
and senators. The House bill 
gave members a $7,500 raise to 
$30,000 a year. 
Also slated for Senate action 
are a proposal to expand the 
federal food stamp plan, several 
annual appropriation bills and 
extension of the federal highway 
program. 
Senate and House conferees 
meet Unlay to work out a com­ 
promise in excise tax bills.

A combo played 
while the guests re-lived mem­ 
ories of the Hawaiian location 
and studied a long gallery of 
photographs 
from 
the 
film. 
There was much camaraderie 
between the Americans and the 
Japanese actors who played en­ 
emies in the Pacific war script. 
Sinatra, who made his debut 
as a director in “None But the 
Brave,” greeted the guests at 
the door and planted kisses on 
the wives’ cheeks, Midway in 
the party the combo sounded a 
fanfare, and cast member Brad 
Dexter took the floor. 
The actor, who helped save 
his leader from the briny in the 
Hawaiian surf, presented Sin­ 
atra with the company’s gift: 
an 18th century tankard made 
of English oak from a sunken 
ship. 
“You’re about the best group 
of people I've ever met,” said 


the producer-director-star with 
feeling. “I love you dearly.” 
He added: “This has been the 
most revealing, exciting, emo­ 
tional experience of my life.

Barry's Ivy Leaguer 


If Senator Barry 
Coldwater | 
gets the nomination at S a n 
Francisco, a man who has been 
called the “least - experienced 
and most-unknown Presidential 
manager” in recent history will 
suddenly loom on the horizon 
as “the man who did it” 
for 
Barry. His 
name is 
Denison 
Kitchel, and he h a i I s from the 
city of Phoenix in Goldwater’s 
home state, which, of course, 
makes him the leading member 
of what has b e e n called the 
“Arizona Mafia.” 
The odd thing about Mr. Kit­ 
chel. however, 
is t h a t , 
like 
Teddy Roosevelt, he is a West­ 
erner chiefly by adoption.

Hampshire,” he says. “The vot­ 
ers in New Hampshire didn t 
want Rocky, and when Goldwa 
ter was projected as a rock-the- 
boat type the Lodge people sim­ 
ply moved into the vacuum.

Recently, the Supreme Court 
of the United States decided 
that the individual States do not 
have the authority or the right 
to apportion one house of their 
legislatures on the basis of fac­ 
tors other than population alone. 
The Court declared that the 
Equal Protection Clause of the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment 
re­ 
quires that the States compose 
both bodies of their legislatures 
so that every member of each 
house represents substantially 
the same number of people. 
If legislative districts are not 
equal in population, so the Court 
contends, voters in the more 
heavily populated districts will 
suffer an unconstitutional de­ 
basement of their votes. 
It has appeared to a rapidly 
increasing number of thought­ 
ful citizens that the Supreme 
Court has begun in recent years 
to exceed its proper authority 
and usurp powers which l o n g 
have been held to belong to the 
States or to other branches of 
the federal government. 
Cer­ 
tainly, this latest decision would 
support this opinion. 
Initially, the Supreme Court 
must be questioned for its de­ 
cisions which impose a novel in­ 
terpretation of the Equal Pro­ 
tection Clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment. 
The Fourteenth Amendment 
was introduced, discussed, and 
passed by the Congress, and rat­ 
ified by the States as a single 
unit. Its sections must be in­ 
terpreted together and not split 
apart to stand alone in mean­ 
ing. History reveals that from 
its inception, 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment was never intend 
ed to prevent a State from 
choosing any legislative struc­ 
ture it believes best suited to its 
needs 
The policy of apportioning one 
body of a State legislature on 
factors other than population 
long preceded the enactment of 
t h e 
Fourteenth 
Amendment 
Long 
before 
the 
establish­ 
ment of the Government of the 
United States, Colonial States 
e x i s t e d . These States were 
composed of legislatures which 
had one or m o r e bodies made 
up of m e m b e r s who were 
selected by means other than 
population alone. The drafters 
of the Federal Constitution were 
in agreement that the political 
rights of the States should be 
preserved if the peoples of the 
S t a t e s agreed to form a Un 
ion. To this end, the “ Great 
Compromise” was achieved. 
In order to safeguard th e 
rights of the smaller states and 
to grant them an equal voice 
in the Union, the S e n a t e of 
the United States was to be com 
posed of two members select 
ed by the p e o p l e of each 
State. The weight and impor 
tance of the large states was 
to be insured through the House 
of Representatives. 
The analogy to the legisla 
tures of the States may be close­ 
ly drawn. Not only did all the 
original States have legislatures 
in w h i c h at least one body 
was selected on factors other 
than population, but the drafters 
of the Constitution recognized 
the v a l u e of this plan and 
and clearly intended that no ac­ 
tion of the federal government 
should overturn it. 
It is correct to say, as the 
Supreme Court does, that legis­ 
lators represent the people, not 
trees or acres. But, the people 
who reside in States are not 
n u m b e r s . They 


tation of general interests in the 
other body. 
Among people, conflicting in­ 
terests of varying degree de­ 
velop, with each conflict pro­ 
ducing a m a j o r i t y and a 
minority. Certainly, the major­ 
ity must have effective rule, but 
the minority, too, is entitled to 
effective representation lest im 
portant segments of our people 
be completely subject to the 
tyranny of temporary major­ 
ity. 
To authorize both houses of a 
legislature to be apportioned on 
the basis of local need or select­ 
ed interest would, of course, be 
unfair and inimical to the gen­ 
eral p u b l i c interest. But, by 
the same token, the require­ 
ment that both houses be ap­ 
portioned strictly on population 
alone would amount to a deser­ 
tion of the rights of the minority 
and to a cavalier abandonment 
of the unique needs of the indi 
vidual citizen. 
For these reasons, I have in­ 
troduced a resolution to amend 
the Constitution of the United 
S t a t e s so that States may ap­ 
portion one h o u s e on the ba­ 
sis of factors other than popula­ 
tion. In so providing, however, 
the citizens 
of the State shall 
have the opportunity to vote 
upon such apportionment. 
The Supreme Court calls for 
apportionment on the theory of 
“one man, one vote.” A slo­ 
gan, of course, cannot be a pro­ 
per substitute for logic and in 
all likelihood, it won’t, for long, 
guard individual rights. 
As indicated, apportionment 
according to population must 
be tempered by o t h e r consid­ 
erations of equal importance. 
But, in so doing, it is necessary 
to permit all qualified people 
of a State to vote upon plans of 
apportionment so that the rights 
of the majority cannot be ser­ 
iously or unfairly impaired.
